Winter Thus Far Is Warmest on 
Record in the - Local 
Weather Office. 


| 


A comparisen of the unusual] weather 
conditions of January, to date, with the 
records of other Januarys, in the local 
Weather Bureau, showed Thursday that 
the mean temperature*of the month thus 
far has been: 39 degrees, the warmest 
January sinoe 1890, when a mean tem- 
perature of 99.2 degrees was registered. 
The highest mean temperature for Jan- 
uary was recorded in 188, at 46.8 de- 
grees. In 187 it was 41.2 degrees. 

Forecaster Hayes’ records also showed 
that the winter of 1913-14 thus far stands 
as the mildest in the annals of the &St. 
Louls Weather Bureau, the mean tem- 
peratures for November, December and 
January being 4.2, 36 and 33, respective- 
ly. At no other time have the mean 
temperatures of these three months run 
so high consecutively. — , 

Accompanying this record, and adding 
to the unusual conditions, has been ai 
almost, total lack of precipitation or 
snowfall, even though many areas of 
high and low pressure, which govern 
storms, have passed over Missouri. Up 
until Thursday, less than half an inch 
of January precipitation was recorded 
fer St. Louis and vicinity. 

St. Louis is now on the edge of a 
heavy storm area centering over the 
Great Lakes. As this area moves east- 
ward, high pressure will follow here, 
bringing a shift of winds from south 
to west and forecasting decidedly cold- 
er weather. 

\ Whenever excessive low pressure pre- 
vails north of St. Louis, this locality 
is swept by soutnern winds, bringing 
mild temperatures. This has been the 
case almost throughout the winter, it 
was learned.

COLON, Jan. 29.—Frederick W. Van- 
derbilt today sent by wireless from the 
steamship Almirante to the Associated 
Press an account of the perilous rescue 
of the party on board his $600,000 yacht 
Warrior, which went ashore on Jan. % 
eff the coast of Colombia. 

Among those on board were his wife, 
the Duke and Duchess of Manchester 
and Lord Arthur George Keith-Falconer 

Vanderbilt telegraphed: 

“The Warrior grounded on a sandbank 
at 5 o’clock on the morning of Jan, 3%, 
being carried in shore by a strong cur- 
rent. The United Fruit Co.’s steamer 
Frutera, from Santa Marta, arrived on 
the scene of the accident at 5 o'clock in 
the evening. The sea was then too 
rough for small boats to be launched but 
the Frutera stood by us all night. 

Almirante Arrives on Scene. 

“At 3 o’clock on the morning of Jan. 
27, the steamer Almirante arrived and 
both vessels sent lifeboats to the yacht 
at daylight. A heavy and very rough 
sea was breaking about the warrior and 
& boat from the Frutera capsized, but 
all hands were sayed. 

“A boat from the Almirante returned 
to the yacht again at 10 o’clock in the 
morning, the wind and sea having mod- 
erated. It took off all the passengers 
from the Warrior. : 

“The officers and crew of the yacht 
were advised ‘to leave, but all of them 
elected to remain on board until a 
wrecking tug arrived frum Kingston. 
“The yacht was riding ¢asily on a 
sankbenk in about twelve feet of water 
and there is a good chance of saving 
her. 

“All praise is due to the officers and 
crews of the rescuing steameérs.”’ 
Skirted Shore Too Closely. 

Cape Aguita, upon which the Warrior 
grounded, is a submerged rock close to 
the Colombian mainiand, and  three- 
quarters of a mile in diameter. There 
is only one lighthouse for 200 miles and 
that is at Moro Granda, six miles 
away. 

The Warrior is believed to have skirt- 
ed the shore so closely in order to give 
her passengers an opportunity to sec 
the magnificent Sierra Nevada de Santa 
Marta. 


Yacht Pounded by Heavy Seas Likely 
to Go to Pieces. 


COLON, Jan. 29.—The yacht Warrior, 
belonging to Frederick W. Vanderbilt, 
was in a bad position today and ap- 
peared likely to go to pieces at any 
moment in the heavy breakers rolling 
over her, according to a wireless mes- 
sage. She went ashore Monday off the 
Colombian Coast. 

The members of the crew are still 
on board, but are afraid they will have 
to risk jumping overboard into the high 
seas as the only chance of saving them- 
selves. '

BOND SIGNED BY | 
FELIX MADANIS 
CAUSES INQUIRY 


Prosecutor Sidener to Ask Cir- 
cuit Attorney to Investigate 
Its Acceptance. 


Prosecuting Attorney Sidener Thurs- 
day announced he would ask Circuit At- 
torney Harvey to investigate the accept- 
ance of a bond by Deputy Sheriff Ed- 
ward Rice, which was sigted by Felix 
McAdams, widely known as “Fish” Me- 
Adams, saloon keeper and Fifth Ward 
politician. 

The bond, which was for $200, was for- 
feited Wednesday by Judge Miller in the 
Court of Criminal Correction, on the 
nonappearance of James Murphy, 
charged jointly with Joseph Balzer with 
stealing goods valued at $20. Balzer 
pleaded guilty and was sentenced to 10 
days in jail. Judge Miller set March 6 
for the date of the appearance of the 
bondsman in court. 

Sidener’s request for the investigation 
was made when it developed that there 
was nothing on record to show Mc- 
Adams qualified as a bondsman. Depu- 
ty Sheriff Rice explained he accepted 
McAdams’ bond because he understood 
Judge Miller had accepted him on com- 
mon law bonds. 

Sham “Bonds” Inquiry. 

Judge Miller told a reporter he had 
not accepted McAdams on a common 
law bond in more than a year and would 
not do so unless he were regularly qual- 
ified. 

The matter of ‘straw bonds’ was in- 
quired into by the April grand jury, and 
certain Judges were criticised for accept- 
ing bondsmen who had not duly quali- 
fied. It was recommended that a bonds- 
man should be qualified for each bond.

SPRINGFIELD, MO., TO 


HIDE SMALLPOX FACTS 


Figures Refused, but It Is Ru- 
mored There Are Between 
100 and 300 Cases. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Jan. 29.—Aroused 
by reports of an epidemic of smallpox 
in Springfield today and a threat by 
the Superintendent to close the public 
schools unless action was taken by the 
authorities to prevent the spread of the 
disease, the Health Board, Mayor and 
Superintendent held a conference this 
morning to devise means of checking the 
epidemic. 

The city has been divided into four dis- 
tricts, each in charge of a physician, 
working under the direction of the 
Health Commissioner. A policy of se- 
crecy has been adopted with regard to 
the number of smallpox cases which pre- 
vail, but it is known that 11 patients 
have been taken to the city camp. 

The city authorities have the co- 
operation of retail merchants and the 
local newspapers in the suppression of 
news concerning the situation. Rumors 
give the number of cases at between 
100 and 300, but no deaths have been re- 
ported to the Health Department. 

The disease has prevailed here in a 
slight form arid vaccination has been 
recommended. To close the schools 
would not aid the attempts of the au- 
thorities to stamp out the disease, it 
is stated by the Health Commissioner.

MEXICO cCITy, Jan. 2.—President 
Huerta has no present intention either 
of rescigning or running away, accord- 
ing to a statement which he made today 
to an American who discussed political 
conditions in Mexico with him. When 
he was asked as to what truth underlay

the Government in the hands of a com- 
mission, the President said: “My posi- 
tion now is what it has been since Pres- 
ident Wilson first announced his inten- 


retirement from the presidency. 


until Mexiean people put me out, 
shall nefther resign nor turn over the 
Government to any one man or set of 
men. -If my remaining in office de- 
pends upon my obtaining money with 
which ‘to run the Government, which 
seems to be the theory of officials in 
Washington, I can live on the country 
for two or three years to come. 

“I can pay my bills, and what Mexico 
owes to foreign nations does not worry 
me, because the United States will not 
allow any European nation to attempt 
to collect national obligations by force 
of arms. That is one strong feature of 
my position. As I say, I can maintain 
myself in office indefinitely, or at least 
until Wilson’s term is over, when I shall 
have another American President to 
deal with. Huerta will be President of 
Mexico longer than Wilson will be Pres- 
ident of the United States.”

This was the first of a series of five 
Wednesday afternoon educative lecture- 
concerts ‘arranged, by the Symphony 
Orchestra management, the remaining 
four of which are announced for Feb. 4, 
11 and 28, and March 4 the admission 
fee being placed at the nominal sum of 
15 cents,-the primary purpose of which 
is to interest and instruct the upcoming 
generation in the value and beauty of 
worthy music. 


Mr. Lichtenstein explained with fine 
simplicity and directness the character 
and employment of the various instru- 
ments constituting a great modern 
orchestra. As he did so, Max Zach’s 
men, directed by Mr. Zach himself, gave 
memorable examples of the use of the 
many instruments mentioned and, when 


their players later held them up at 
arm’s length in order that the audiences 
might see and thereafter know them by 
sight as well as by sound. 

In addition to Mr. Ldchtenstein's in- 
formative talk, an incidental result of 
the opening lecture was a delightful and 
singularly illuminative Symphony Or. 
chestra concert with an uncommonly 
generous contribution of novel solo 
features. 

The five sections of the great orches- 
tral string family—the first and second 
violins, the violas, the violonocellos and 
the basses—were heard together in three 
numbers. 


The first of these was the Haydn 
“Variations ‘on the Austrian Hymn,’’ an 
impressive score impressively presented. 
The second was the profoundly mourn- 
ful *‘Aase’s Death,’’ from Grieg’s ‘‘Peer 
Gynt’ suite, played on muted strings. 
The third was Desormes’ sparklingly 
melodious “‘Mandolin Serenade,”’ illus- 
trating the pizzicato, or plucking, use 
of the string sections after the man- 
dolin fashion. 

. Next came the woodwind instruments, 
with the harp sharing in the first num- 
ber, an entr’acte from Bizet’s “Car- 
men,” arranged for the flute, played -by 
Mr. John Kiburz, and the harp, played 
by Miss Ida Delledonne. 

A flute and piccolo duet, Glazounow’s 
“Scene de Ballet,”” was excellently 
played by Messrs. Kiburz and L. Mack 
Close. 

Three flutes, played by Messrs, Kiburz, 
Close and Joseph Nelson, then were 
heard in Tschaikowsky's delicately po- 
etic ‘“‘Dance of the Fireflies." 

Next came Mr. Jacques Wouters in 
Lacombe’s ‘“‘Les Marionettes,” arranged 
as an oboe solo, and Mr. Wouters also 
played the first theme of the Largo 
from Dvorak's “New World Symphony” 
on the English horn, which, as Mr, 
Lichtenstein poimted out, is not a horn 
at all, but in reality an alto oboe. 


*Mozart’s lovely “Larghetto’’ was ex- 
quisitely played by Mr. Tony P. Sarli 
as a clarinet solo, revealing the tonal 
beauty of this widest ranging voice of 
all the woodwinds. 


Two basgsoons, played by Messrs. 
Frederick Fischer and Domenico Delie- 
donne, led in the presentation of an- 
other “Carmen” number. 


All the woodwinds in combination then 
were heard in the “Menuet” score from 
Berlioz’s ““‘Damnation of Faust.”’ 


Only two of the brasses were sounded 
in solo utterance. These were the horn, 
played by Mr. Lorenzo Sansone, in the

Child at Little Rock Answers 
Description of Indianan’s 
Long-Missing Daughter.

Dr. W. A. Winters of Newcastle, Ind., 
passed through St. Louis Thursday on 
his way to Little Rock, Ark., in the hope 
that there will end a nation-wide search 
for his 10-year-old daughter, Catherine 
Winters, who disappeared from New- 
castle March 20, 1913. 

Information was sent a few days ago 
to Chief of Police John Wind at New- 
castle that a little girl had been given to 
a family in Little Rock by a man who 
said that he had obtained her from 
gypsies. The person who wrote request- 
ed that a photograph and description be 
sent. These were sent and a reply was 
received that the child looked like the 
Winters phetograph, except that the 
girl in Little Rock was thinner. 

The information agreed with Dr. Win- 
ters’ belief that the child was stolen by 
gypsies and, although many disappoint- 
ments had made hin: skeptical, he was 
impressed with the information from 
Little Rock and determined to go there. 

He arrived in St. Louis Thursday 
morning and had to remain here until 
the afternoon. The delay distressed him.

Fits fear now is that he will be too late 
and that the child will have vanished 
again before he can reach Little Rock. 

The disappearance of the pretty child 
has enlisted the sympathy of the entire 
country, and an unusually thorough 
search has been made for her. A fund 
was raised by the people of Newcastle 
to employ detectives. Moving pictures 
were shown over several states. Seven 
hundred thousand Knights of Pythias, 
scattered from the Atlantic to the Pa- 
cific, joined in the quest. 

Dr. Winters has traversed Indiana, 
Ohio, Kentucky, Iowa, Missouri, Wis- 
consin and Michigan. He has searched 
43 gypsy caravans and has recetved thou- 
sands of letters and telegrams. F 

Catherine was a bright child, with 
laughing brown eyes and bobbed halr, 
and nearly everyone in Newcastle knew 
her. She was last seen at 11:4 a. m., 
March 2, within six blocks of her home. 
She had to pass a fountain where a 
band of .gypsies were watering their 
horses, 

At 6 p. m. that day, when the town 
had been aroused over the child’s dis- 
appearance, pursuit was made by Dr. 
Winters and others in automobiles. 
gypsies were found in camp near Ha- 
gerstown. They had driven 16 miles and 
made two stops. No trace of the child 
was found. 

There were four wagons in the cara- 
van. Many persons who saw the gyp- 
sies drive out of town say there were 
(five wagons. ) 

The search has been kept up ever 
since. Funds have been contributed by 
fraternal orders and citizens. The school 
children had a tag day and collected 
$600. Dr. Winters was a Knight of 
Pythias.

Breshkovskaya, “the grand- 
mother of the Russian revolution,” made 
a second unsuccessful attempt to escape 
from the perpetual exile to which she 
Was sentenced in March, 1910. 

She had been permitted to go to din- 
her under police escort at the lodging 
of a fellow exile in the village of Ki- 
rensk. She remained until evenins, 
when a companion, Anfrecff, dressed ‘n 
her clothing, emerged from the house. 
pretending to be a sick woman. Ac- 
companied by the police, the accom- 
plice hobbled to the lodging of Mme, 
Breshkovskaya, where ‘he remained. 
This was on Dec. 1, and It was not un- 
til Dec. 4 that the escape was discov- 
ered.
